HEARST SAYS TAMMANY 
IS CRYING FOR. HELP 


An. Alleged Letter to Hotel Men 
Asking Them for $500 Each. | 


HE’S VERY CONFIDENT NOW| 


But Warns the People That Money 
Will Be Used to Prevent a 
Fair Count.

William Randolph Hearst, the candidate 
for Mayor on the Municipal Ownership 
ticket, at a meeting. held in Bohemian 
Hall in Bast Seventy-third Street last 


| night, read a letter that he said was be- 


ing sent out by the Tammany Hall Cam-| 
paign Committee to hotel men all over | 
the city. This is the letter: | 

‘Dear Sir: I think it to your tetavast | 
and the interest of most hotel men that 
George B. McClellan be re-elected Mayor. 
As this is no walkover and Tammany is 
spending a great deal of money, please 
send us your check for $500 to help defray 
election expenses. I am inclosing envelope 
for reply.” 

“TI want to call your attention to the 
statement that this is no walk-over,”’ said 
Mr. Hearst in commenting on the letter, 
“and that Tammany is spending a great 
deal of money. One of Mr. Murphy’s com- 
missioners, in speaking to a friend who 
had come over to us, sald that it was im- 


already raised $1,500,000 and could get 
more if’ he wanted it. 

“There is going to be a great deal of 
money spent to thwart the will of the 
people, but there is one phase of this sit- 
uation that you need not be alarmed 
about. This movement against the bosses 
is a movement by men of principle and 
men of principle cannot be bought. 

‘“‘The Murphy machine has an abund- 
ance of dishonesty, an abundance of ef- 
frontery, an abundance of money, but a 
scarcity of voters in this election, and it 
cannot buy the honest men that are op- 
posed to it.

The hall was packed to 
the doors, and the crowd cheered for five 
minutes as the candidate made his ap- 
pearance. J. G. Phelps Stokes was speak- 
ing when the band stationed in the street 
outside the hall, where an overflow meet- 


ing was in progress, struck up “ Hail to 
the Chief,."" This was the signal that 
Mr. Hearst had arrived. 

‘“‘Three cheers for Mr. Hearst!’”’ shout- 
ed some one. 

The crowd stood up and waved hats 
and cheered. Joseph R. Buchanan, 
Chairman of the meeting, presented Mr. 
Hearst. 

“Fire away for a five-to-one shot,” 
shouted a man in the first row as Mr. 
Hearst advanced to the edge of the plat- 
form to begin his speech. Mr. Hearst 
smiled, and the audience cheered again. 

There was a notable change in the atti- | 
tude of Mr. Hearst and the other candi- 
dates on the Municipal Ownership ticket 
who spoke last night. Last week they 
expressed nore that they would be elected, 
Last night they expressed as much confi- 
dence as though their election had been 
an accomplished fact. 

‘Twelve days ago there was only one

According to the affidavits in 
Rush’s possession, every name on the pe- 
titions has been investigated, and only 
four were found to be genuine.

Beyond the Powers of Its Cast. 


MME, KALICH IS INADEQUATE 


An Ambitious Effort. That Fails to be 
Impressive, Except for the Work’s 


Intrinsic Value.

If there have been any doubts as to the 
moving quality of Maurice Maeterlinck’s 
““Monna Vanna” they should have been 
set at rest last night, for its performance 
at the Manhattan Theatre revealed the 
fact, beyond dispute, that it is a‘ play of 
extraordinary acting quality, calculated to 
interest and excite even those audiences 
to whom its tremendous human problem 
and philosophical gropings can mean but 
little. 

Its underlying theme is of such enor- 
mous significance that the minor flaws 
may well be overlooked. Certainly as 
a play to be performed in the thea- 
tre its flaws do not lessen its potency, 
if, indeed, they do not actually add 
to it. “Monna Vanna” is far more 
lucid than most of its author’s previous 
plays. Each of its principal characters 
involves, to be sure, something of sym- 
bolism, but here the symbolism is not 
veiled in a strange mystic . philosophy 
which defies intelligent comprehension. 
Giovanna, Marco, Prinzivalle, and Guido— 
each is a clearly defined figure, moving, 
thinking, acting as a living, breathing 
human being. It has none of the decept- 
ive, 
and Melisande. 

Viewing the play solely from the stand- 
point of our times, its chief defect 
‘readily enough apparent. Maeterlinck la- 
bors zealously to justify Prinzivalle’s ac- 
tion in summoning Monna Vanna, but he 
does not wholly succeed in convincing us 


that the action is in accord with the war- | 


rior’s tender regard for her and the sub- 
sequent bridling of his passion. At the

connection the conditions and atmosphere 
in which the scenes are laid.

If one deals with 
these matters first it is because they rep- 
resent to an extent what was an unknown 
quality in last night’s performance. 

To tany one who has studied Mme. 
Kalich’s previous performances in this 
city it was reasonably certain at the out- 
set that she could not realize the tremen- 
dous requirements of, the titular -réle. 
She is an actress of some crude emotion- 
al power who has as yet learned almost 
nothing of the value of repose, and to 
whom the deeper significance of the pur- 
pose of playing seems as yet to bean un- 
opened bouk. There are occasional 
flashes of peculiar brilliancy in her work, 
which serve for the most part, however, 
to reveal the general paucity of her 
resources. Her playing throughout. is 
of most uneven quality, and her transi- 
tions. from one phase or emotion to an- 
other may be best described as choppy. 
She lacks, in other words, every sugges- 
tion of artistic fluidity, and one is in- 
variably impressed with the fact that 
what she does is the result always of mo- 
mentary impulse rather than of well-rea- 
soned motive. Her best moments are in 
the first and last acts. In the former 
she conveys with some degree of success 
the mental distress which harrows Gio- 
vanna at knowledge of the terrific sacri- 
fice she is about to make in going from 


Pisa to the tent of the enemy to save the

city. 
The scene in the tent, however, espe- 
clally that portion of it which follows 
Prinzivalle’s revelation of his love and his 
act of seif-denial, is played in a spirit of 
childishness which no possible interpreta- 
tion of the text could make plausible. 
Giovanna stands for innocence, but it is 
not the innocence 
should be a statuesque grandeur about 
the figure throughout. As Mme. Kalich 
plays it there is no such quality apparent 
even in the moments of her greatest 
heights. The purpose of Vanna is not 
the portrayal of woman’s conflicting loves 
and femininity in distress, but an- ob- 
vious symbol of heroic self-sacrifice. 

It would be an extremely difficult mat- 
ter to cast this play satisfactorily, for 
each of its four chief rdles 
degree of virtuosity which is lacking in 
all.but the greatest of dramatic artists. 
We imagine that an ideal cast for it 
might include Tomaso Salvino as Guido, 
Mounet-Sully as Marco Colonna, and 
Mme. Dusé as Giovanna. And it hardly 
seems possible that actors of any less 
owerful attainments could even approxi- 
mate its necessities. This being the case,

IRVING’S TITLE UNSOUGHT. 


Coleridge, Answering Shaw, Says Ac- 
tor Once Declined Knighthood. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—The assertion made 
by George Bernard Shaw in a recent ar- 
ticle by the Neue Freie Presse of Vienna 
that Sir Henry Irving importuned the 
Court to confer khighthood upon him has 
provoked an interesting denial from the 
Hon. Stephen Coleridge, artist and au- 
thor, son of the late Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge. As a friend for thirty years 
of the dead actor, he has written a long 
letter to the Neue Freie Presse. 

Mr. Coleridge says that he asked his 
father to propose the matter to Premier 
Gladstone in 1883. ‘Mr. Gladstone said 
that before making the suggestion to 
Queen Victoria it was essential to know 
if Mr. Irving would accept the honor. 
Mr. Coleridge quotes from his diary the 
result of an interview with the actor on 
the subject from which it appears that 
Irving, while grateful for the proposed 
honor, declined it on the ground that,

TOO PROUD TO ASK AID. 


The Story of an Aged Bronx Woman 
Who Dies in Want. 


In the death of a white-haired woman 
from want in a little room at 558 East 
189th Street last night there was re- 
vealed the story of a life of devotion and 
pride. The woman was Miss Matilde Van 
Dolsen, 72 years old, a granddaughter of 


an officer on the staff of Gen. George 
Washington and a daughter of an officer 
who was twice wounded and twice tasen 
prisoner in the War of 1812. Althoug 
she and her sister, Miss Frances W. Van 
Dolsen, 70 years old, with whom she 
lived, could have obtained help from 
many sources, they¢ were too proud to 
ask it, ‘ 

When their father, who was a Custom 
House employe, died, twenty-five’ years 
ago, he left ihem a little money. The. sis- 
ters, neither of whom had ever married, 
liver frugally and managed to get along 
for a few years. But the money gave out 
at last and they got employment at some- 
thing—what it was nobody in the neigh- 
borhood ever learned—and worked steadily 
until they became too old to work. 

Many persons in the neighborhood of 
189th Street knew the sisters, who always 
weleomed them in their two little rooms 
on the top floor, until peverty overtook 
them. Then they would receive no one, - 

They often spoke of .their father, Will- 
iam H. Van Dolsen, a soldier in the war 
of 1812, and their ‘grandfather, Henry 
Van Dolsen, Washington's staff officer. 
On the walls of their rooms were hung 
relics of the Revolutionary War and the 
war of 1812. Their grandfather's old 
flintlock musket, his révolver, and long 
sabre are’ hanging onthe walls to-day. 
Their father’s old-fashioned rifle, revolv- 
er, parts of the old-time uniforms, and 
powder flasks are there also. 

A few months ago Miss Matilda was 
stricken with paralysis, and when a physi- 
cian was sent. to the house he advised 
that she be removed to a hospital. 

‘Can I have my sister Francis with 
me?" she asked. 

‘*No,” replied the doctor, and she re- 
fused to go. ,

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THE CITY VOTE. 
This is the busy season for the harm- 
less drudges who are accustomed in 
every campaign to apportion the city 


vote among the party candidates by | 


the simple process of subjecting the 
registration figures to an operation in 
percentage. The result is not a very 
safe guide, but with the exception of 
the inner consciousness the vote of past 
years is the only guide we have to the 
vote that is to come. Anyway, it fur- 
nishes a good basis for free conjecture. 

The total registration in the city this 
year is 647,089. The proportion of reg- 
istered voters who will not go to the 
polls will probably not fall below 5 per 
cent.-nor exceed 7 per cent. of the to- 
tal, If we call it 6 per cent., the total 
vote cast will be in round numbers 
609,000. In years when there are three 
candidates for Mayor—the Tammany 
candidate, the Republican candidate, 
and an independent candidte—the regu- 
lar Democratic organization has in the 
past usually polled something over 40 
per cent. of the vote. In 1897, which 
was the last year in which there were 
three tickets in the field, there was a 
total vote of 526,656, of which Van 
Wreck received 233,997, or 44.4 per cent. 
If the Democratic ticket recelves that 
percentage of the total vote this year, 
270,396 ballots will be cast for Mc- 
CLELLAN. 

In 1897 Gen. Tracy, the Republican 
candidate running against VAN Wyck, 
Democratic, and Low, Citizens’ Union, 
received 19 per cent. of the vote. In 
the four Mayoralty years preceding 
consolidation in which there were three 
tickets in the field, the Republican 
vote cast in what is now Manhattan 
Borough and the Bronx was some- 
what larger. Gress in 1884 had 20 per 
cent.; Rooseve.t in 1886, 26 per cent.; 
ERHARDT in 1888 had 28 per cent., and 
EINSTEIN in 1892 had 88 per cent. The 
average of these five years is 26 per 
cent. If Mr. Ivins gets 26 per cent. of 


the vote cast this year he will have| qenouncing the authors of the abuses. |

According to this reckoning the total 
vote for McCLELLAN 
would be 428,736. 
from the total estimated vote of 609,000, 
there remain 180,264 votes for Hmarst 
and the other Socialist candidates.

Percentage is an unobservant mathe- 
matical function that looks neither to 
the right nor to the left, but only upon 
the figures with which it is concerned, 
The percentage computation we have 
made doubtless yields results that will 
prove to be somewhat unlike the fig- 
ures published on the morning after 
eloction. There are various reasons for 
not being too trustful when it is a 
question of percentage of past votes. 
For instance, in the year 1902 Brnsa- 
un B. OpEit, running for Governor, 
received 204,499 votes in the City of 
New York. He was unpopular, he had 
offended multitudes of influential Re- 
publicans in New York City, and there 
was little concealment of an intention 
to make him suffer for his tactless 
ways and arbitrary machine doings. 

- Gov. Higoins’s vote last year being a 
meré incident in the Roosevelt land- 
slide, is, of course, worthless for pur- 
poses of comparison. But if the Re- 
publicans support their candidate Mr. 
Ivins with decent loyalty he would have 
a right to expect a total somewhat 
hearer 200,000 than the percentage re- 
sult of 158,340. 

Then, too. Mr. McCLELLAN two years 
ago received a vote of 314,882 out of a 
total of 592,864. Running against a 
strong candidate, Mr. Low, the actual 
Mayor at the time, Mr. McCLELLAN 
polled 53 per cent. of the vote.

All these objections may in reality

| worth while to urge upon the Govern- 
ment of Cuba an amendment of the 
treaty or its rejection. Under the 
terms of the Platt amendment, which 
were incorporated as a part of the 
Cuban Constitution, it is provided that 
|. the Government of Guba shall never 
enter into any treaty or other compact 
with any foreign Power or Powers 
which will impair or tend to impair the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any way 
authorize or permit any foreign Power 
or Powers to obtain by colonization or 
for naval or military purposes, or oth- 
erwise, lodgment or control over any 
ports of said island.” By the terms of 
this appendix to the Cuban Constitu- 
tion ‘Cuba consents that the United 
States may exercise the right to inter- 
vene for the preservation of Cuban in- 
dependence.” 

Cuban independence is not in ques- 
tion, we presume. If it were, our Gov- 
ernment would be in a position to in- 
sist upon the rejection of the treaty as 
being in violation of Cuban organic 
law. Even if the commercial and port 
privileges extended to Great Britain 
were felt by our Government to be in 
conflict with our own treaty rights, it 
is to be presumed that the Palma Ad- 
ministration would lend a very atten- 
tive ear to a remonstrance against the 
ratification of the Anglo-Cuban treaty.

at midnight. These places may be bad 
places and the resort of bad men; they 
may violate the law in all the ways that 
“Italy’’ charged, and the police may 
have what might be called in this latitude 
“the usual reason” for blindness to the 
violations, but it is perfectly obvious'that 
they are results, not causes, and that 
their frequenters would not be changed 
in the slightest degree if these particular 
places were reformed or abolished. And 
“Italy’s"’ contention that if there were 
any “Black Hand” there would long 
since have ceased to be any Detective 
PETROSINO, while impressive at first sight 
and thought, will not long endure ex- 
amination. The methods of these crim- 
inals are carefully adjusted to the pecu- 
liarities of victims who are in America 
but not of it. They seem fully to appre- 
ciate that they are immune from punish- 
ment only so long as they refrain from 
meddling with those who, whether of 
Italian birth or not, are of America as 
well as In it and are both able and willing 
to trust and to utilize the protective and 
the punitive possibilities of our laws. Just 
how much of organization there is among 
the Italian blackmailers is not worth de- 
ciding, since it is immaterial, and the 
correct name of what organization there 
is can safely be left to imagination and 
fancy, The known facts are suffictently 
serious, and the most serious of them is 
the fact that a rather large group in New 
York's population clings obstinately to the 
delusion that a few squalid bandits are 
stronger than the forces of civilization, 
and that even when they kill they must 
not be molested or “* betrayed.”

As to Life Insurance Examiners.

While the financial extravagances of the 
“Big Three’’ life insurance companies are 
being exposed to the public I should like to 
call your attention to one form of retrench- 
ment which is extravagance in itself. I refer 


the New York and Mutual Life Insurance 
Companies in the City of New York. 

There are two classes of examinérs. First, 
those who receive the salary of $50 a month, 
in return for which they must make all the 
examinations required up to fifty; after that 
they receive a fee of $1 for each examination. 
The other examiners, in less thickly settled 
spots, receive a fee of from $1 to $2 an exami- 
nation. For this fee they are often obliged to 
travel several miles to the home of the appli- 
cant, at any time selected by the agent, and 
frequently have to repeat the trip several 
times without extra fee. 

The result of these fees, which are smaller 
than in any other large company, is that the 
companies are unable to get the best men for 
examiners, and such men as they do get feel 


that they are not paid what their work is| 


worth. With such a feeling {ft 1s not hard for 
them to be careless in their work. This condi- 
tion should be looked into for the sake of the 
insured, as on the shoulders of the examiner 
rests largely the determination whether the 
applicant shall be accepted or rejected.

PRINCE OF ADVERTISERS 
SAYS PAGE OF SHAW 


Doesn’t Believe George Bernard 
Will Shatter the World’s Morality. 


“MAN AND SUPERMAN” ROTTEN 


The Author Surprised That an Amer- 


ican Audience Could Enjoy It— 
Warns Shaw of Chicago. 


George Bernard Shaw’s “‘ Comstockery ” 
interview from London in THE New York 
TIMES some days ago aroused criticism 
yesterday from Thomas Nelson Page, the 
author. Mr. Page is at the Holland 
House. He said: 

“It is to laugh. Of course, Mr. Shaw 
|has become a sort of fad in the United 
States in the last year or so, and in con- 
nection with this I want to term him 
‘the Prince of Advertisers.’ Moreover, 
}he is an exceptionally clever man, and 
withal a humorist. I fancy that no one 
has had more fun out of all this serious 
discussion of his plays than he has had. 
He has shown his cleverness in adopting 
as his prey the follies of fashionable so- 
ciety, for that society is the most ridicu- 
ious thing in the world, and a fair mark 
|} for anybody who chooses to shoot at it. 

“I have seen two or three of Mr. 
Shaw’s plays on the stage, and they have 
this advantage—their dialogue is general- 
ly clever. But the last one I saw—‘ Man 
}and Superman ’—struck meas being, to 
adopt a vulgarism, as rotten as anything 
could well be. One line in it—‘ Morality 
to its father, the Devil’—seemed a sort 
iw keynote to the whole. 

“TI don’t believe that ten years ago 
such a play could have been acted in this 
jcountry, and it struck me as singular 
that lines in that play could have been 
laughed at and enjoyed so tremendously 
by an American audience. 

“Years ago I had a casual acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Shaw, who appeared to me 
to be more or less amusing. I recall at 
|the house of the Pennells in London 
one night he was exceptionally amusing. 
He told me that he had never been to 
| America, but that he thought he would 
like to come over some time especially to 
as he 
called them, in Chicago, to wit: The | 
graves of the men who caused wholesale 
|murder at the Haymarket there by ex- 
ploding dynamite bombs in the crowd. 
He thought it murder on the part of the 
Chicago authorities to hang these An- 
archists. He denounced the hangings in 
bitter terms. 

*T told him if he came to the .United 
States he would be treated hospitably, 
i but to accept a piece of advice, and that 
was that it would not be well for him to 
talk in that strain when he went to Chi- 
| cago, for he would surely get hanged 
himself. Of course, this was semi-jJocu- 
lar, but I think his opinions expressed 
then were, and still are, very characteristic 
of Mr. Shaw. 

“But the fact is, from Mr. Shaw’s 
writings I cannot for the life of me, after 
reading them, feel that there is the least 
| sincerity in them. I see from the foreign 
| dispatches that he is now attacking Sir 
| Henry Irving's reputation. I fancy, how- 
lever, that that reputation is too firmly 
established for him to be able to injure it. 

“Mr. Shaw says we are enveloped in a 
spirit of ‘Comstockery.’ As to that, I 
confess to an old-fashioned respect for | 
cleanliness in literature as in life. Un- 
fortunately, many apostles of the clean 
life, in advocating their principles, make 
| themselves ridiculous and give opportu- 
| nity to their enemies to assail their 
lcause. But decent living has survived 
lmany an enemy and many a_ crack- 
| brained friend. 

“TI do not believe that Mr. Shaw or 
jany one else can seriously injure the 
| world’s standard of morality, which is 
;founded on domestic virtues. 
ible about most discussions of this kind

Laurence Housman Has Written the} 
Book—London to See It in 
the Spring. 


That David Bispham is to star in a light 
opera, based on Goldsmith's ‘‘ The Vicar 
by Laurence Housman, | 
the English poet, and Liza Lehmann, the | 
composer, was made known yesterday. 

Mme. Lehmann and Mr. Housman 
worked on the opera for more than a 
year, Mr. Bispham received the manu- 
script last week and has approved it. He 
plans to make the production in London | 
at the beginning of the season next Spring 


The production will be of great interest 
in literary and musical circles. Sir Henry | 
Irving put on a version of ‘“‘ The Vicar of | 
Wakefield,” and the late Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van had intended to set it to music. He 
had made several sketches for the music 
and these are among his papers. 

Mme. Lehmann’s best-known work is 
“In a Persian Garden,” built around the 
“Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam."”’ This 
was sung all over the country several sea- 
sons ago, having been introduced by Mr. 
Bispham. Her settings for Tennyson's 
*‘In Memoriam "* gnd “ The Daisy Chain ”’ 
suite were heard here afterward. 

Mr. Housman has been before the pub- 
lic since 1893. Some of his recent works 
are *“‘An Englishwoman’s Love Letters,” ! 
‘““A Modern Antaeus,” “ Bethlehem, a 
Nativity Play,"”’ ‘‘The Were Wolf,” and 
“The Sensitive Plant.” 

“The composition of the opera for my | 








use came about in a curious way,” said | 
Mr. Bispham yesterday. ‘I had desired } 
to carry my work into a different field 
and had had ‘The Vicar of Wakefield’ 
in mind for about two years. I did not 
know then that Sullivan had had the 
Same idea. 

‘“‘Summer before last I wrote to Siri 
Henry Irving, who had played a stage 
version of this work under the title of 
‘Olivia’ and asked if I could make ar- 
rangements to use it as the basis for the 
book of an opera, He wrote very kindly, 
regretting that he could not oblige me, 
as he contemplated a revival of ‘ Olivia.’ 

“ Soon afterward, while talking with Liza 
Lehmann, whose ‘In a Persian Garden’ I 
introduced in America, I mentioned the 
incident, and shé informed me that she 
had recently had the same experience, 
having asked permission to use ‘ Olivia.’ 
In a few minutes we had agreed to have 
a new stage version made, that Mme, 
Lehmann should compose the music, and 
I should have the opera. At first we 
wished Egerton Castle to write the book, 
but afterward Laurence Housman under- 
took the work. 

“It is a light opera, what the French 
would call opera comique, something that 
might be classed with ‘Mignon.’ It has 
dialogue and carries the pathos and the 
quiet, genial humor of Goldsmith's work, 
We did not care to descend to the level of 
some light musical works. I have deter- 


| mined that when I enter upon the theat- 


rical life I shall hold to as high a stand- 
ard of art as I have maintained on the 
concert and grand opera stages. 

“T will have the role of the Vicar, 
which has been drawn with all the pa- 
thetic, dignified, yet quaintly, humorous 
qualities of the original. Mr. Housman 
has taken some poetic license with the

Mr, Glidden found many poor roads in Aus- 
tralia, but he saw thousands of sheep. Not far 
from Sydney he passed through one of the 
largest ranches in the world, comprising one 
and a half million of acres and which raises 
one million sheep. He told of his methods of 
sending gasoline and other supplies ahead and 
of the methods that must be adopted in secur- 
ing permits to drive through different coun- 
tries and cities. 

Mr. Glidden’s forthcoming tour will begin at 
Bombay, India, about Dec. 1, and he will re- 
turn to America early in July. He expects to 
travel over 6,000 miles in his automobile before 
his return.

CHINESE BOYCOTT SERIOUS. 


R. P. Schwerin Says People Are De 
termined to Gain Redress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—According 
to R. P. Schwerin, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Pacific Mail 
Company, who returned from the Orient 
to-day on the liner Siberia, the Chinese 
boycott of American goods is more seri- 
ous than ever. 

“The Chinese are determined, and the 
feeling is deep,” he said. “They are 
looking for some action by the next Con- 
gress, and unless something is done they 
propose to do something themselves. They 
consider that their people are not treated 
with as much consideration as those from 
other countries. 

‘‘In my opinion the situation is seri- 
ous, The Chinese want

MUCH GOLD IN TREASURY, 


More Than Any’ Other Government 
Ever Had, Says Treasurer, 


| WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—That the 
| United States had more gold in its Treas- 
| ury on Oct. 19 than ever was held by any 
Government is the statem@nt made by 
Urited StatessTreasurer Ellis H. Roberts 
;in his annual report. The amount was 
$748,425,983. 

“The continued increase in our mone- 
tary stock and circulation,” says Mr. Rob- 
erts, “is one that engages the thoughtful 
attention of financiers, and also excites 
a just pride among our people as an evi- 
dence of the remarkable growth in the 
resources of the country. 

“The total stock of money June 30, 
1905, was $2,883,109,864, of which $205,227,- 
211 was held inthe Treasury as asseis 
of the Government, and $2,578,882,653 was 
in circulation, making a per capita of 
$31.08. The growth in the general stock 
of money during the year was-$79,605,729, 
and the increase of the amownt in circula- 
tion $68,739,793. 

“Of the amount in circulation, gold and 


gold certificates represent 43.9 per cent., 
silver and silver certificates 24.4 per 
cent., United States notes and Treasury 


notes 13.2 per cent., and Nationa} bank 
notes 18.5 per cent.’

The Employers Open a Bureau for 
Strike-Breakers — The Drivers’ 
Union Numbers 4,500 Now.

The New York Team Owners’ Association held 
& special meeting Monday at the Astor House, 
at which a large majority of its members were 

resent. The strike now prevailing against 

homas Orr and conditions generally were con- 
sidered. No definite action was taken, because 
the situation does not call for it. The new 
drivers employed by Mr. Orr are doing his work 
satisfactorily. 

Inasmuch as the issue between the New York 
Team Owners’ Association and the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters is that of the closed 
shop, it is now being seriously considered by a 
number of business associations, whose mem- 
bers are large shippers. The action so far 
taken by these associations gives the Team 
Owners’ Association their unqualified support 
and sympathy in the position it has taken. 


Secretary Henry C. Hunter of the asso- 
ciation supplemented this with a state- 
ment to the effect that the members of 
the association were and would remain 
unalterably opposed to the closed shop. 
He said a general sympathetic strike 
would be bad for both sides. 

“The employers are in much better 
shape to fight a strike than they were 
when they signed the last open-shop 
agreement,’’ he said. ‘‘ As to the men, I 
am of the opinion that they could not 
order a general strike with a good chance 
of success.”’ 

The last agreement expired on April

The plan of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation provided for a direct increase of 
5 per cent. and a profit-sharing arrange- 
ment, the profits due the employes to be 
figured monthly on the market price of 
cloth, which, must show at least 
a margin over the cost of cotton of 
cents per cut. The present condition of 
the market would net the employes about 
8 per cent., which would make a total 
increase in wages of about 18 per cent.

MAIL TUBES SEIZED. 


Receivers of Tubular Dispatch Com- 
pany Stop Service. 


The pneumatic tubes conveying the let- 
between New York, Brooklyn, 
the General Post Office, and Produce Ex- 
change and the Grand Central Station 
were put out of business yesterday when 
they were seized by receivers for the 
Tubular Dispatch Company for non-pay- 
ment of $645,000 interest due on bonds. 
The seizure. did not materially affect the 
mail service of the city, for the Post Of- 
fice was prepared and had an extra 
force of wagons out to do the work as 
soon as the use of the tubes was denied. 

The Tubular Company owns the tubes, 
while the New York Mail and Trans- 
portation Company owns the pumping 
apparatus supplying the motive power. 
When the receivers Samed to seize both 
the tubes and powez plants the Mail 
and Transportation Company refused to 
turn the power plants over to them. The 
Mail and Transportation Company re- 
ceived an annual rental of $115,000 from 


the Government. The Tubular Company 
wanted it to pay the interest on the bonds, 
but the Mail and Transportation Company 
refused. 

Postmaster Willcox said he believed the 
action in stopping the tube service was 
illegal. Some arrangements may be 
made in the next forty-eight hours to 
resume the service. In the meantime 
the mail collections and deliveries. will 
continue on schedule time.
